Plant Prize Fish 

Under the leadership of President 
Vos and Dr. Deering, the Lions club 
early this spring launched the most 
extensive advertising program ever at- 
tempted here to exploifthe lakes re- 
gion, including netvspaper advertising, 
folder distribution, and the erection of 
signs at strategic points on highways in- 
cluding an 8x20 ft. sign on Skokie road 
at the intersection of Rt. 173, directing 
travefers to the Antioch Lakes and the 
$3,000 prize fish contest. The Club 
also was influential in obtaining pub- 
licity in the metropolitan press and 
through numerous organizations 
throughout the middle-west. 

The planting of the first prize fish 
here took place on May 22, with the 
co-operation of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of conservation and business men 
and resort owners of the region who 
have formed prize fish associations 
around the various lakes. With the 
addition of another release of tagged 
fish here on June 19, and the famous 
"Oscar" and "Fannie" to be dumped 
into some lake in the region soon, the 
prizes offered will exceed $4,000, the 
richest purse ever offered to sportsmen 
in a similar contest. Plans for "coro- 
nation ceremonies," at which the "king 
fisherman" will be crowned, arc now 
being made and the event is to he held 
in Antioch in the near future. 

The "king fisherman" at this date is 
Frank Konarski, 2659 West Lutir 
street, Chicago, but with more than a 
dozen other fish worth from $50 to 
$200 still swimming around in the 
lakes, the chances are that Mr. Ko- 
narski will be dethroned before the 
coronation date.

FULL MILITARY RITES 

World War Veteran Dies of 
Heart Ailment Friday 

Night 



Ellsworth Carl Scheihe, world war 
veteran, was buried here Monday with 
full military rites by the Antiocil 
American Legion Post. Rev. 'Father 
Flaherty ofliciated at the funeral ser- 
vices held in St. Peter's church, and 
burial was in Mt. Carmel cemetery. 

Mr. Scheibc's death occurred early 
Friday mornig and was due to heart 
ailment, with which he had been af- 
flicted for many months. For the past 
seven years he had been telegraph 
operator at the Soo Line station at 
Trevor, Wis., working on the night 
shift, and living in Antioch with his 
family. 

He was born in Pfymouth, Wis., 
August 3, 1896, the son of Robert H. 
and Fmma F. Schcibe. 

During the world war he enlisted in 
the United States navy on June IS, 
1918, and served until the end of the 
war. 

He is survived by his wife, Thekla, 
and small daughter, Betty; his mother, 
Mrs. R. H. Scheibe, Plymouth, Wis.; 
and four brothers— R. R., Burlington, 
A. M., Theresa, Wis.; C. R., Detroit, 
Mich.; and Chester, who lives at home 
with his mother. 

Pallbearers at the funeral here Mon- 
day were: Dr. E. J. Lutterman, Dr. 
L. J. Zimmerman, Conunander Ernest 
Glenn, Otto S. Klass, Albert Kunip- 
fcr, and Harold Filwebber, with Clar- 
ence Wliitc and Charles Atwood as 
honorary pallbearers. 



Mike Karapournous of Racine and 
Joseph Russo of Chicago were found 
guilty of the torture murder of Wil- 
liam Hancock at Antioch six years ago 
by a circuit court jury early Tuesday 
and soon will begin serving sentencc*i 
of 14 years at Jolict penitentiary. 

The 14 year sentence was recom- 
mended by the jury. The state bad 
demanded the death penalty for the 
"cruel and calculated murder for 
money." ',' 

"You have not otily been (ound 
guilty," Judge Ralph Dady stated in 
sentencing the men, "But I am satis- 
fied you arc guilty. Both of you have 
bad a fair trial. The jury have been 
easy with you." 

Judge Dady sounded a note of hope 
for the two men, ' He warned Russo 
who is 24 years old, that he was still 
young enough and if he behaved in 
prison he might be paroled in about 
ten years. Karapoumos, who said he 
was 52 years old, was told that he 
would have some time to enjoy life 
after he paid his debt to society. 

The remoteness of thc-xrime — HauT 
cock, an 80-ycar-old '"retired' railroad 
man, was found dead from strangula- 
tion and physical exhaustion on April 
13, 1932— and the fact that the jury 
was convinced only by the testimony 
of JoNcph F. Nemmcr, 36, of Racine, 
who had pleaded guilty to participation 
in the torture nuirdcr, handicapped 
them in their determination of the pur- 
ishmcnt. 

Jurors indicated that they gave little 
credence to the testimony of Edward 
T, Leonard, 42, of Racine, who admit- 
ted from the witness stand that he 
drove the automobile from Racine, 
to Antioch with Karapoumos, Russo 
and Nemnier to rob Hancock of a purr 
ported fortune that was reported h\d- 
dcn in the house. ' 1.

that we might be- made the right- 
eousness of God in him'* (II Cor, 
5:21). It is, therefore, true that we 
may never say that we have gone" 
through .Gethsemane." But there is

Lords experience is shared by His 
disciples, in a lesser degree and as 
ordinary human beings. 

Our lesson brings before us the 
closing scene of Thursday before 
the crucifixion.

I. Exceeding Sorrowful (w. 32- 
ou). 

The text uses many words to con- 
vey the depth of His soul's agony, 
03 though it were impossible to ex- 
press it in the faulty medium of 
' speech. So it is, for our Lord here 
experienced something far more se- 
rious than a dread of physical 
death. Ho was not a coward. He 
was not afraid to die. His soul was 
about to have put upon its spotless 
Einlessness the stain and dishonor 
of the world's sins. Little wonder 
that He was "sorrowful even unto 
death" (v. 34). 

Since this was the road the Mas- 
ter trod, sliould not His servants 
tread it still? 

II, Alone with God (vv. 37-41). 
^Jesus took with Him into the se- 
cluded place in the Garden the three 
who were closest to Him in the cir- 
cle of disciples. He counted on 
their fellowship and sympathy in 
His hour of anguish. Merely to 

' have them near Him, to know that 
they were there to watch and pray 
even though they could not share 
His holy burden, was to be a com- 
fort to Him. We try to do as much 
for one another in hours of bereave- 
ment and disappointment, but how 
much greater was the opportunity 
of these three, and how ignomin- 
Jously they failed. The spirit was 
wUling (v. 38). but the flesh took 
the upper hand, and they slepti He 
was alone with His Father.-Avhen He 
prayed that if it were possible the 
hour might pass from Him, but in 
true and beautiful submission said, 
not what I will, but what thou 
wilt." 

The follower of Jesus will Itnow 
this experience, too. While he will 
ever And it to be true that there is 
nothing more precious than the 
friends God gives him, he should 
prepare himself to expect the arm 
of flesh to fail him. There is no 
more bitter experience in human 
relationships than to count on those 
who should stand by, come what 
-may, and to find that they have 
slept through our hour of soul-strug- 
gle.

To beti^ay the one who had done 
nothing but good, who had loved 
him and served him even in the 
washing of his feet, this would have 
been.far more than one could have 
expected of even the sin-blackened 
heart of a Judns. But he fills the 
measure of his ignominy to over- 
flowing by betraying his Lord with 
the sign' of ofTectlon— a kiss. 

We know full well that we may 
not stand on the same ground as 
our Lord even here, for, whereas 
He had done nothing to merit be- 
trayal, we at our best are not able 
to stand fortli without fault. Never- 
theless, great is the hurt when we 
face the betrayals of life. It may 
be one whom we have befriended, 
who hos been the object of our lov- 
ing thought and care, and who in 
the hour when he thinks to gain 
himself some advantoge or avenge 
some fancied wrong strikes us in 
the back, even as he smilingly pro- 
fesses to be a friend. Shall we be 
embittered in soul and give like 
for like?

Washington. D. C— As airlines 
weave on air web over the Pacific, 
isolated islands become important 
land falls. Although the Samoan is- 
lands, on the United States-New- 
Zealand route, long have been im- 
portant among the Pacific posses- 
sions of the United States, King- 
man reef, likeAVake island on the 
San Francisco-China route, was un- 
inhabited and of little UEe before 
it was chosen as a stop for the re- 
cent test flights of the ill-fated "Sa- 
moa Clipper." 

"The new route," say? the Nation- 
al Geographic society, "brings the 
Antipodes two weeks closer to the 
United States. The schedule calls 
for a three-day jump from Honolulu 
to Auckland. 

"Kingman reef, 1,007 miles south- 
west of Honolulu, is the first stop 
on the 4,400 mile outward flight 
from Hawaii. There, a four-mast- 
ed schooner, Trade Wind, serves as 
a floating airport; The vessel is 
equipped with a radio station, 
weather bureau, and refueling facil- 
ties. Limited land on the tiny reef 
-leads to the possibility of mooring 
a floating hotel in its coral lagoon. 
Some high grgund, however, prom- 
ises eventual improvements such as 
a station and storehouses. 




Pause at Pago Pago, 

"About l,50b miles south of King- 
man, reef, propellers will pause at 
Pago Pago bay, best and safest har- 
bor In the Samoun archipelago. 
Pago Pago (pronounced Pango Pan- 
go) is on rugged Tutuila, one of 
SIX volcanic islands which make up 
American Samoa, lying east of Brit- 
ish Samoa's chain of eight. An im- 
mense volcanic crater forms the 
harbor of Pago Pago. Important 
chiefly as. a naval base, American 
Samoa is administered. by the Na- 
vy department; the commandant of 
Pago Pago's naval station functions 
OS governor. Samoan treaty of 1878 
granted to the United States-'the 
right to establish at Pago Pago a 
coaling and supply station for her 
naval and, commercial vessels. 

"Samoans, purest of Polynesians, 
prove this relief station wisely cho- 
sen. Gentle-voiced and easy-living, 
their very characters spell out re- 
laxation. No echo of the high-pow- 
ered motor's drone Is the Polyne- 
sian dialect, called the Italian of the 
Pacific. Since tradition names Sa- 
vaii, British Samoa, as dispersion 
center of the Polynesian race over 
the Pacific ocean from Hawaii to 
New Zealand, it is not surprising 
to find an excellent type in Pago 
Pago. Light brown of color, of splen- 
did physique, and of regular fea- 
tures, they maintain mental and so- 
cial standards that are high among 
PaciOc. peoples. -They are simple, 
generous, honorable, hospitable 
folk, but brave fighters when neces- 
sary. 

"It is natural in such a climate 
where wants are few that Samoana 
do not like to work. Their food is 
easily produced : breadfruit re- 
quires no cultivation; bananas, taro, 
and yams demand little more than 
planting. Pigs and chickens are 
raised, but reserved for banquet* 
and festive occasions.

MIXING TWO RACES 

IMPROVES ON BOTH 



Result of Mutiny on Bounty 
Interests Science. 



New York.— Human beings can be 
improved by the right kind of cross 
breeding and inbreeding just as are 
corn, milrh cows and swine, if the 
inbred race of half-breeds that re- 
sulted from the mutiny on the Boun- 
ty can be taken as indicative. 

A man of a new type sprang from 
the nine English mutineers and the 
twelve Tahitian women who fled to 
Pitcairn island in the South seas 150 
years ago. This new man is physi- 
cally superior to both lines of his 
ancestry in all but his teeth, ac- 
cordmg to Natural History, the 
magazine of the American Museum 
of Natural History. 

The mixing of races on Pitcairn 
sland and neighboring Norfolk is- 
land, to which the Pitcairn folk 
spread, has proceeded for five gen- 
erations under conditions which an- 
thropologists consider ideal for sci- 
entific experiment. Pitcairn has a 
population of 203 and Norfolk a larg-- 
er number. 

The race mixing conditions were 
perfect, says Dr. Harry L. Shapiro, 
aiisociate curator of physical an- 
thropology, because there was no 
social stigma and no economic 
handicap such as is ordinarily im- 
posed by neighboring so-called pure 
races. For many years the Pit- 
cairn islanders were isolated from 
civilization. 

The first result, Dr. Shapiro finds, 
was an almost explosive flowering 
of civilization. The hybrid mixture 
almost immediately was bigger and 
taller. Its stature was on the av- 
erage three inches above the white 
rnen and two and a half Inches over 
the Tahitian. 

Fertility reached the human peak. 
Thus the first generation of chil- 
dren produced an average of 7 4 
young by mating. The next genera- 
tion' pushed up to 9.1 offspring for 
each mating. 

Gradually the flowering fell off. 
Today- the children per family are 
down to three. Stature has dropped, 
too. But not back to the level of 
the original ancestry. 

They are, says Dr. Shapiro, physi- 
cally sound in all respects except 
one. The white man bequeathed his 

u-\ *°. ^'^^'"* '^'^^ perfect teeth 
which the Tahitian mothers had 
were lost. The Pitcairners have 
worse teeth. Dr. Shapiro says, 
than the average civilized man.

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RARE MUSIC FOUND 
BY PITT PROFESSOR 



Manuscripts 200 Years Old Dis- 
covered in Church. 



Pittsburgh, Pa.— A cache of rare 
musical manuscripts, hidden for al- 
most two centuries in a church in 
the village of Lititz in eastern Penn- 
sylvania's Lancaster county, has 
been discovered by Theodore M. 
Finney, lecturer in music at the Uni- 
versity of PKteburgh and director 
of Pitt's famed student band and 
the men's glee club. 

Mr. Finney made his discovery 
last summer. He said the music 
had been written between the Revo- 
lutionary war and the War. of 1812 
by composers who were communi- 
cants of the Moravian church whose 
members fled Germany to come to 
country around Bethleliem— and o'. 
course, to be dubbed "Pennsylvanio 
Dutch." 

None of the music— save whet was 
written by the Moravian musicians 
before they migrated to America- 
has ever been published. It is in thp 
classical tradition of Mozart and 
Haydn. 

Some of the pieces are religious 
anthems. Others are in symphony 
and chamber music arrangements. 

The Pitt teacher explained: 

"It is unusual— in violation of the 
tradition of its times— because in tht 
HIightccnth century the churches of 
i^ew England considered any mu- 
sic, except the singing of psalms, 
sinful. 

"No one In New England would 
have dared suggesting an orchestra 
might play in a church. But in 
the little towns of eastern Pennsyl- 
vania it was done every Sunday," 

A large percentage of the Mora- 
vians must have been skilled musi- 
cians, for many of the pieces Mr. 
Finney found would prove severe 
tests for the ability of even a pro- 
fessional of today. 

Moravians lilted music, he said, 
and indicated in their writings they 
didn't think much of the New Eng- 
land style of unaccompanied sing- 
ing of hymns in which every mem- 
ber of the congregation carried 
what was his own idea of the'tune. 
One Moravian critic referred to the 
Massachusetts church music as the 
"woeful shrieking and squalling of 
the congregation." 

He said the manuscripts will prob- 
ably be turned over to the Moravian 
church's seminary at Bethlehem, 
and kept there.

Failure in the Orient 

Ann Arbor, Mich.— Colonel Henry 
W. Miller, chief of American heavy 
arlillery during the World war, finds 
proof In the Chinese and Spanish 
wars uf his contention that bombers 
and tanks and other high-priced in- 
struments of modem »varfare are 
largely a waste of mt-ney. 

Miller now is head of th* Univer- 
sity of Michigan department of me- 
chanical and engineering drawing 
and is considered an authority on 
artillery. 

War In China and Spain has dem- 
onstrated, he believes, that the com- 
mon soldier with his rifle and Ma- 
chine gun still Is the determining 
factor in winning battles. 

He points to China's surprising 
stand against Japan as proof that 
giant bombing planes, spectacular 
flame-throwers, motorized cavalry 
and artillery are useless against an 
entrenched force of infantry. 

"You may lay down a barrage of 
heavy artillery until it seems no 
living, thing could survive," Mi/lej 
said, "yet the enemy will appear in 
force .from the ground to meqt your 
infantry advance. 

"Bombing ground troops from the 
air is more costly, and even less 
effective. Bombers should be used 
only against cities, factories, rail 
centers, munition depots and con- 
centration camps."

New Brick-Maker Turns 

Soil Into Adobe Homes 

Fresno, Calif.— Sun-dried adobe 
Orick, moulded qlowly and painstak- 
ingly by hand to build the old Cali- 
fornia missions, is expected again 
to become- an important building 
material as the result of the perfec- 
tion of a new type of brick-making 
machine. 

Evidence of the dm ability of 
adobe are the historic Carmel and 
Santa Barbara missions; the first 
United States custom house in Cali- 
fornia at Monterey, and the battle- 
scarred Alamo in T^xas. 

The apparatus is moved to the 
prospective homesite, dirt excavat- 
ed for the foundation is shoveled 
into it, and out come the bricks 
which, with drying, are ready for 
use, according to J. J. Becker, in. 
ventor of the machine. 
. Becker polntea out the bricks may 
be made almost instantaneously 
from almost any kind of soil. He 
has constructed 28 homes in the 
San Joaquin -ralley since he com- 
pleted the machine.

The leg is 39'/^; inches long an-: 
weighs 9 pounds 9 ounces. The aver 
age artificial leg is 20 inches ion," 

The shoe, which matches the onr 
worn by Bledsoe, is size 22. Tht 
shoe is 15^ inches long, 5V4 inche;-' 
wide and weighs 2li pounds. 

C. W. Apperson, manager of the 
firm, said in the 70 years the com 
pany had been in existence, records 
show It had never before been 
called upon to make such a large 
leg. 

Bledsoe is forty-three yuars old, a 
farmer and woodsman. He weighs 
267 pounds. He has removed the 
front seat of his automobile and 
drives from the rear seat. 

A tree fell on him in November, 
1936. Blood poisoning set in and the 
leg was amputated at about the mid- 
dle of the calf. 

The artificial leg, however, straps 
to his knee and thigh.

U. S. toPay for Arming Ships 
Privately Owned. 

Washington.— The United States 
has begun to move forward toward 
its ^'oal of armed peace by joining 
hands with. private enterprise, with- 
out congressional sanction or action, 
to meet urgent navy requirements. 

Marking a new policy In the na- 
tional defense program, the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of "New Jersey 
has signed an agreement with the 
maritime commission to construct 
twelve high-speed tankers , which 
could be transformed overnight into 
auxiliary fighting vessels. 

During times of peace, the vessels 
would go about their own business, 
transporting oil. But, in the event 
of war, the ships literally would be 
thrown into high gear, guns and 
navy searclilights would be mount- 
ed and the cruising range extended. 

United States Pays for Arming'. 

Standard Oil— and other oil com- 
panies probably will take part in the 
program— has agreed to pay for the 
construction and maintenance of the 
tankers, with the maritime commis- 
sion standing the cost of the auxil- 
iary equipment. 

Joseph P. Kennedy, chairman of 
the commission, announced the 
company had awarded contracts to- 
taling $37,550,004 for the twelve tank- 
ers to four shipbuilding concerns, 
each to build three. 

The latest agreement, plus con- 
struction of twelve high-speed 
cargo vessels, for which bids v/ill 
be opened February 1, and a mod- 
ern safety liner to replace the Levi- 
athan in the North Atlantic, will 
bring to twenty-five the number Ct 
ships now a part of the commis- 
sion's ambitious building program. 

Jobs for 10,000. 

Cost of the ships was estimated 
between $60,000,000 and $75,000,000, 
unomcially and would give employ- 
ment to an estimated 10,000 ship- 
yard workers. 

Kennedy pointed out that the 
agreement did not represent a sub- 
sidy to Standard Oil but constitut- 
ed a step in national defense. The 
commission's share in the cost of 
construction will be $10,503,000, 

The ships will have a speed' of 
lO'/t knots fully loaded compared 
with 12% knots of the ordhiary tank- 
er. They will have a tonnage of 
16,300 tons dead weight, a length of 
525 feet and a cargo capacity of 
150.000 barrels. 

Modem in every detail, the horse- 
power will be stepped up to 12,800, 
thus being able to develop 300 per 
cent more power than the ordinary 
commercial tankers. 

Artist in Wood Forgets i 

Loss of His Right Hand 

New London, Conn.— Loss of his 
right hand and illness which forced 
George H. Lincoln to relinquish his , 
gasoline station several years ago ■ 
resulted in giving this summer re- | 
sort section one of its most accom- 
plished wood carvers. t 
"Some fellows," said Lincoln,, 
"lose a hand or a foot and think, 
they are finished for life and that 
they can never do any more work,. 
But I can do anything I want to. I 
don't miss that hand at all. Don't 
even think of it." j 

A farmer most of his life, Lincoln 
knew nothing about carving or turn- 
ing wood. He began operations with 
a hammer and a saw and a knife. 
One of his first products was a small 
wooden chest of cedar with oak in- 
lay. "That was made from an old 
fence post," he said. 

Today his workshop is equipped 
with a lathe, joiner, circular saw 
and drill press, in addition to many 
hand tools. One of his proudest ac- 
complishments is a seven-piece din- 
ing-room set, all inlaid, from red 
cedar and cypress. He makes table 
and fioor lamps, pin trays, powder 
boxes, beads, rings, bowls, checker- 
board tables, cedar chests, tables 
and chairs.

Minnesota Had Dinosaurs 

Minneapolis.— Evidence of the ex- 
istence in Minnesota of dinosaurs 
during the Mesozoic era have been 
found here by Mrs. C. R. StaufTer 
wife of a professor of geology at the 
University of Minnesota. A "giz- 
zard stone" from one of the pie- 
historic reptiles was found by Mrs 
StaufTer at the fcot of a cliff near 
Lake City while accompanying her 
husband on a field trip. 

The stone is a pre-glaci*al flint 
from a formation known geological- 
ly as Shakopee limestone. Weighing 
more than three ounces, it was high- 
ly polished and worn smooth. Dr 
Stauffer said It evidently had been' 
swaUiwed with the dinosaur's food

Boston, Mass.. June 6 — A warning to 
nations "whose Bovernnicnts liavc been 
conceived largely in selfish ambition 
and brought forth by human force" 
was issued here today at the Annual 
Meeting of The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, The Mother Church, 
bj* The Christian Science Board oi 
Directors who declared the lessons o! 
history show such governing bodies to 
be "of few days and full of trouble." 

Reports disclosed continued growth 
of the Christian Science movement, 
increasingly higher standards for au* 
thorized periodicals, and a larger num- 
ber of requests from groups of non- J 
Scientists for representative Christian 
Scientists to address them. 

Election of Ralph Hastings Knapp, 
S. C, of Xccdham, ^tass., as Presi- 
dent of The Mother Church was an- 
nounced. He succeeds Judge ClifTord 
P. Smith of Newton, Massachusetts. 
Edward L. Ripley of Brooklme. and 
Ezra W. Palmer of Marshfield were 
re-elected Treasurer and Clerk of.thc 
Church rcspcctivefy. The President is 
elected by The Christian Science 
Board of Directors to serve for one 
year. His duty is to be presiding offi- 
cer at the Annual Meeting, 

Mr. Knapp is on the teaching faculty 
of Mechanic Arts (Technical) High 
School in Boston. 

Directors' Reports 
Mr. Palmer, reading the statement 
from the Directors, reported that The 
Mother Church has grown substan- 
tially in numbers during the past year; 
is united, harmonious, and without 
debt. Then continuing on the theme 
o: world relations he read, in part: 

"More important than all. however, 
i< the marked success with which the 
healing ministry is being practiced 
throughout the worl'd. It also indi- 
cates that the day is approaching when 
responsible heads of governments will 
sec that undue reliance upon material 
means and methods to accomplish 
their ends inevitably rei^ults in failure 
and defeat. They will realize that no 
nation U stronger than the nioraT fiber 
nf its people, and that a nation cm 
become truly great and permanently 
endure only to the e.Ttent that spiritual 
qualities are cultivated in the thoushts 
nf its citizens and permitted freely lo 
operate in the government of their 
lives." 

Incidents of Healing 

Judge Smith, retiring President, re- 
lated several incidents of healing in 
which Mrs. Eddy's work as a practi- 
tioner of Christian Science was dem- 
onstrated.

ONE of the most Important thlngn 
to keep In mind when you are 
planning to build la tho arrange- 
ment of closet space.

It Is desirable to have 
a closet for linen, one for china and 
cedar closets for the storage of win- 
ter clothing and blankets.

- If your house Is to havo a cellar 
make It serve you well. The average 
cellar Is a sort of catch-all, and Is 
apt to contain a miscellaneous cob* 
lection of objects, many of which 
are useless. A modern cellar should 
be properly designed for certain 
functions. The heating apparatus, 
of course. Is a prime necessity &u^ 
should be thoughtfully located. The 
laundr>' Is frequently located In the 
.cellar and should be dosed off so as 
to be free from dusL By partition- 
ing otr the cellar with light, dust- 
proof partitions a lorge game room 
can sometimes be located there. 
Such a room may be used as a play 
room for the children. Closets for 
Btorage purposes also may be built 
Into any well planned cellar.

Recipe for this delicious Bride's 
Shower Cake is as follows: 

Place V/j cups egg whites in large 
bowl, sprinkle H teaspoon salt and 1 
teaspoon cream of tartar over them, 
«nd mix together slightly. Sift 1^^ 
cups sugar. Sift 1 cup cake flour, 
lyeasurc, add J4 of sugar and sift to- 
gether 4 times. IJcat egg whites with 
whisk, using slow, gentle motion. 
Continue beating until whisk leaves 
faint line when drawn across surface. 
Add remaining sugar gradually, beat- 
ing as before until texture is very fine 
and even and mixture begins to form 
slight rounded surfaces when whisk is 
V^^jiscd. Do not overheat. Add % tca- 
jf^pbon almond extract and J4 teaspoon 
vanilla. Remove whisk. Sift flour 
mixture gradually over surface and 
fold in slowly and gently with spoon, 
folding toward center of bowl and ro- 
tating both bowl and spoon. Keep 
sjloon below surface of batter and fold I 
until mixture is smooth, (about two 
minutes.) Turn into large (4 qL) un- 
grcascd tube pan. Bake in slow oven 
(325" F.) 30 minutes; then increase 
ifctat slightly and continue baking 40 
minutes longer. Remove from oven 
and invert pan on rack for at least I 
hour or until cold. Remove from pan. 
Let stand 12 hours or longer before 
icing. 



icnic season has opened. All 
over the country, folks who own tiny 
farms, lake shore cottages or mountain 
cabins are packing food hampers and 
blankets and hurrying away for week- 
ends and holidays. Often their im- 
pulse for hospitality prompts them to 
invite guests to "rough it" with them. 

If you arc tempted to invite friends 
to share your country, hospitality, 
spend more lime planning before you 
leave home. Here are suggestions for 
a successful week-end hostess: 

Check up on your facilities and plan 
your menus accordingly. 

If you must cook on an antiquated 
range or an open fire, take along a 
greater portion of your food already 
cooked so it can be eaten as it is, or 
merely reheated. Soup, chowder or 
stew hits the spot after your guests 
have been tramping in the woods or 
casting fish lures for several hours. 

Take along a plentiful supply of 
milk, cream, butter and eggs or ar- 
range in advance to have them deliv- 
ered at your cabin by the time you 
get there. Don't gamble on finding 
them at, the nearest country store or 
local farmers. 

If the party includes children, check 
with their mothers on their diet. If 
mothers are polite enough to say, 
"nothing special," prepare some nice 
sandwiches or take along the makings, 
provide lots of milk, cookies and 
bananas, and at least you will not 
have to worry about such things as 
lummy aches. 

If your plans include an outdoor 
steak fry, see that you have plenty of 
good hardwood and start the fire an 
hour or so in< advance so it will be re- 
duced to a big bed of red glowing 
coals when you put the steak to broil. 
A wire rack that sets on stones makes 
a satisfactory broiler. . Leave the steak 
in one piece. Individual steaks are 
apt to dry out too much before scaring 
and they may slip between the grids 
of the broiler. 

If you haven't the right kind .of fire- 
wood, pan-broil the meat. Have a 
heavy iron skillet and fet it get sizzling 
hot. Rub quickly with beef fat so the 
meat will not stick as it sears. Indi- 
yiduaf steaks arc better for pan broil- 
ing. When brown on both sides and 
cooked (o the desired doneness, season 
with salt and pepper and served in but- 
tered soft buns. Soft scrambled eggs 
and bacon between buns will keep the 
children happy.
